Process of Death by Electricity. 

According to Professor J. Kratter, 
of Oraz, who Uaa for aomu time been 
performing experiments on the effects 
of electrioal shocks on animal life, 
death is moat usually canned by sud- 
don ooasatiou of respiration and con¬ 
sequent suffocation. During tho suf¬ 
focation the heart continues iu aotioo. 
If the asphyxia lasts more than a cer¬ 
tain time, about tw<P minutes, the 
heart stops, this bciug n secondary 
phenomenon. Generally speaking, 
tho animals used, cats, dogs, rabbits 
and mice, were not cosily killed by 
1600—2000 volU alternating The 
danger appears to lie in the nervous 
system, aud to doorcase with the 
amonut of brain development. Fre¬ 
quently death occurs by momentary 
stoppage of the movement of the 
hoart, but a alow cessation of the 
heert’a action, eucb as has been ob¬ 
served in cases of human death, was 
never obaurveJ. In no case wsa any 
anatomical alteration observable to 
which death might be attributed, bnt 
there are sometime* lesions, breaking 
of blood va* sc la, and tho diagnosis is 
rendered oertaio by the pecnliar burn¬ 
ing at tba position of contact, and by 
the escape of blood from the oapll- 
lariflu which indicates the path taken 
by the cur rent. — Philadelphia Record.
